Infections of the upper air pas- 


sages aie the most frequent cause 
of sickness during childhood. Acute 
inflammations of the nose and thioa 
may become serious by extension in- 
to the middle ear, the mastoid proc- 
ess, or extend down the larynx anc 
trachea to the lungs causing bronchit- 
is and even pneumonia. 


The so-called 'common cold" may 


be caused by a number of different 
organisms or by a filterable virus 
The symptoms are well known, bu 
it is not generally recognized tha 
these symptoms may be the beginn- 
ing of any one of a number, of the 
acute communicable diseases such as 
measles, diphtheria, whopping cough 
and influenza. 


Symptoms similar to those of a com- 


mon cold may be brought on by al- 
lergic attacks due to 
sensitiveness 


of the child to certain foods, dusts, 
'plants, animals or animal sera. 


Children with enlarged, 
diseased 


tonsils and abundance of adenoids 
are ;likely, to have frequent "colds" 
with sore throats and tonsillitis which 
may interfere . with their nutrition 
and growth. Enlarged tonsils in them- 
selves without other signs of dis- 
ease are not an indication that they 
should be removed. The decision oh 
this should be left to a competent 
ear, nose and throat specialist. 


When a common cold.hits the child 


he should be kept away from other 
individuals .and preferably 
put to 


bed. His temperature should be tak- 
en and if above normal a doctor 
should see" the; child to . make a 
thorough examination and prescribe 
treatment.- 


Children should be protected 
in 


every possible way from "common 
colds." Children who have been 'ex- 
posed to any of the communicable 
diseases should .be watched careful- 
ly during the incubation period. Pre- 
vention of the communicable diseas- 
es will reduce the number of 'colds" 
Children should be kept away from 
other children and adults with coughs 
pr dischargeing noses; If the mother 
or nurse acquires ; a cold, she should 
protect hef nose and mouth with a 
gauze . maslc. Under no conditions 
should relatives and friends be al- 


opcupied ^territories of Norway.

Even then, you 
should be sure an expert does Ihe 
lrick-.which isn't always as perma- 
nent as you'd hope for.

grants came here nnd quietly wont to

Migrants first settled in East Sal- 


inas in 1929 when the Dust Bowl first

A farmer divided a lOO.ncrc hay-field 
into tracts of one-sixth bf on acre, 
and sold them for from S200 tp S300 
each. There were no building restrict- 
ions. The new owners set up shapks. 
tin shanties, piano-box shelters. But 
those first crude homes have been 
almost entirely replaced by substant- 
ial buildings. 


The community wns unincorporat- 


cf.1. governed by county authorities 
and such local councils as were set 
UP to meet needs. Most important 
is the Enst Salias Civic Improvement 
Association, which has built sidewalks, 
set up ;i few street lights, .and is 
now installing a sanitary system. More 
than 1000 children are enrolled in two 
schools. 


Some of the migrants hove been able 


to start their own businesses in the 
community. J. H. McPlierson and Rex 
Powell set up a contracting firm and 
have built 150 houses through FHA 
loans. Two-thirds of them are owned 
by former Oklahomuns like themselv- 
es.
